Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments are not persuasive because 
the broad and relative terms "integrated" and "micro" are given a broad Interpretation by examiner which is clearly reasonable. The 
applicant attempts to narrow the interpretation of these broad tenms by referencing his specification and figures to the point that applicant 
is clearly arguing new features which are not in the broadly written claims. Based on your arguments about the specification (not the 
claims) with regards to the references used it may be possible to add new issues which would overcome the art of record but such 
changes would require further consideration and/or search and can not be entered after final. The applicant should consider all options 
such as RCE.
